Nearly 200 Minnesotans have 
vanished without explanation

A round 4:30 p.m. on a spring day 
in 1989, two-year-old Aaron 
Anderson was playing in his 
family’s yard in Pine City. His 
mother, Paulette, checked 
on him periodically, telling him to stay 
close. Then she checked on him again. 
He was gone. 

The Pine County sheriff thought he’d 
fallen in the nearby Snake River, but blood¬ 
hounds couldn’t find a trace of him. His 
family still holds out hope that one day, 
Aaron, who would be just over 30 now, 
will be found. 

You can see Aaron’s grinning face on the 
Minnesota Missing and Unidentified Per¬ 
sons Clearinghouse website. And the face 
of Toni Bachman, a White Bear Township 
woman who disappeared in 1997, when she 
was 37. And Roger Borowiak, abespectacled 
man from Mankato, who went missing 
under unclear circumstances in 1995. 


There are 91 missing people on the 
site, some who vanished as recently as 
last year, others who’ve been gone since 
1951. These short reports are also posted 
on the National Missing and Unidenti¬ 
fied Persons System (NamUs), which has 
an even longer list of lost Minnesotans: 
183 entries. 

Though 11,000 people are reported 
missing in Minnesota each year, the good 
news is that most don’t stay gone for long. 
NamUs has a total of 661,000 missing 
persons cases, and cleared all but 2,079. 
Most (76 percent) are found alive. 

Still, it’s the cold cases—the missing little 
boys and smilingyoung women—that hit 
us the hardest. 

But even decades later, there is still 
hope. Earlier this month, Aaron Ander¬ 
son’s mother spoke of renewed optimism. 
She believes he is alive. So she submitted 
her DNA to Ancestry.com in hopes that 


Aaron, perhaps looking for her, will also 
submit his. 

It may sound like a long shot, but stranger 
things have happened. DNA is now help¬ 
ing Minnesotans close cases some thought 
might stay open forever. 

In February, it helped identify remains 
found 49 years ago in an abandoned Milaca 
house fire. They belonged to Gloria Frieda 
Rieken, an 18-year-old woman who disap¬ 


peared from Minneapolis in 1970. That 
same month, a discarded napkin and a 
genealogy site led to the arrest of Isanti 
man Jerry Westrom for the stabbing of 
Jeanne Ann Childs in 1993. 

As hard as it is to find a long-lost person, 
investigators say it’s getting easier all the 
time. Sometimes if s just a matter of holding 
out for an answer until we finally have the 
tools to uncover it. -hannah jones

12 TWIN CITIES RESTAURANT ICONS

t the dawn of the 21st century, a spir¬ 
ited form of anti-development rebellion 
emerged in newly capitalist China: ‘'nail 
houses.” 

Like delightful eastern cousins to 
America’s “spite houses,” these were 
homes whose owners flipped the bird to 
man and bulldozer alike until encircled 
by freeways or pits of dirt three stories 
deep—surreal, absurdist testimonies to the past, in the face of ter¬ 
rible odds and a crushing present. The most successful of these 
housed quixotic experts in rarified fields: the martial arts pro who 
wasn’t ready to turn over his home, the restaurateur who built 


an eatery on the building’s ground floor (sans access to water or 
electricity) to feed the resistance. 

Here in the Twin Cities, we may not have nail houses, but we 
do have restaurants that feel descended from them. Though prog¬ 
ress will forever lurch forward, there remain a handful of places 
where people have gathered for generations, united in food and 
drink as particular in flavor as their proprietor’s history. These 
beacons of the local dining culture have endured in an industry 
that dances with failure daily, where fast and new are the sirens’ 
song of customers and investors alike. 

Each of these legendary establishments boasts its own distinct 
palate and palette, honed by decades of sweat and love. Compli¬ 
mentary with their meals, customers are given hard-earned notes

of melancholy, decadence, salt, beauty, and 
the occasional back-slap of machismo echo¬ 
ing from a bygone era.

onset of World War II. With an atmo¬ 
sphere less bludgeoningly masculine than, 
say, Manny’s, today it’s fine enough to 
warrant white tablecloths and chande¬ 
liers in the dining room.

arenthood is hard enough with¬ 
out cosmic doom staring you 
in the face—and in High Life, 
death is just the cherry on top. 
As much a space oddity as it is 
an odyssey, director Claire Denis’ damned 
voyage finds new and brutal margins in 
what’s becoming a well-covered sub-genre. 
The movie opens with astronaut Monte 
(Robert Pattinson) struggling to raise his 
infant daughter, Willow (Scarlett Lindsey), 
aboard a decrepit spacecraft. But High 
Life’s nonlinear beats turn this paternal 
drama infinitely stranger. A slow burn 
reveals the ship’s crew to be death row 
inmates, their one-way ticket made all 
the more frightening by radiation, medi¬ 
cal experiments, and the sinister motives 
among them. 

As rape and murder become focal points 
in a holistically fucked-up film. High Life 
feels closer in spirit to a horror story than 
a spin on sci-fi. While the picture calls to 
mind 2001, Moon, and even Interstellar 
to some degree, Denis’ willingness to get 
down and dirty (evidenced most overtly 
by the sheer amount of bodily fiuids) posi¬ 


tions High Life as far darker than most 
outer space escapades. 

On a basic story level, transplanting a 
prison flick to a galaxy far, far away offers 
plenty of morbid potential. Yet it’s the 
bizarre ways in which Denis realizes 
those possibilities that make this movie 
something special. Her success lies partly 
in the visceral imagery—bodies falling 
through nothingness, explosive blood 
splatter, lingering scenes of autoeroti¬ 
cism—though more so in the exploration 
of violence and morality as concepts. Denis 
looks at her subjects through an almost 
scientific lens: impartial, opting for tricky 
questions over any definitive truth. What 
are the justifications for deadly force? 
Where does one’s humanity end? Monte 
may be our protagonist, but he’s hardly 
an ethical lodestar. When it comes to a 
final moral. High Life is something of a 
Choose Your Own Adventure. 

Pervasive gray areas demand much of 
actors, and this cast meets the challenge. 
Juliette Binoche stands out as Dibs, a doc¬ 
tor hellbent on creating life despite having 
taken it. Her character is the film’s most 
complicated, but Binoche has no problem

balancing a mad scientist’s tact with pri¬ 
mal tendencies. Mr. 3000 himself, Andre 
Benjamin, once again proves his multidis¬ 
ciplinary talents, playing the depressed 
Tcherny with impressive subtlety. We’re 
probably not getting a new OutKast album 
an 3 rtime soon, but it’d be great to see Benja¬ 
min in more movies. And of course Pattinson 
serves as lynchpin, his performance here 
another feather in his post-Twilight cap. 
His role choices have been solid of late, his 
execution even better. That’s the freedom 
multimillion-dollar romance deals afford 
you, so at least something good came from 
that terrible vampire saga. 

High Life is certainly not for everyone, 
but if you like weird sci-fi, this film hits the 
right notes. Denis’ vision doesn’t make for 
an easy first viewing and demands a couple 
of re-watches for maximum impact—but 
if you can withstand the brutality, it’s an 
experience as distinct as it is disturbing. 
When it comes to contemporary space 
movies, that’s a rarity.

Metamorphoses dives into the deep end

n Mary Zimmerman’s Metamorpho¬ 
ses, water is so effective as a catalyst 
for vulnerability that you wonder 
why it doesn’t figure in more shows. 
Then you think, well, a 1,500-gallon 
onstage reservoir isn’t somethingthe average 
company can be expected to just whip up. 

The Guthrie made it happen, and the 
effort was well worth it. The pool isn’t just 
a gimmick, but completely integral to Zim¬ 
merman’s vision. Encountering water in 
an unexpected context, we realize how its 
presence tends to heighten every experi¬ 
ence, from intimacy to conflict to ceremony. 

The 10 Metamorphoses cast members 
are repeatedly drawn into the pool as they 
enact Ovid’s classical m 5 Ths, adapted by 
writer/director Zimmerman. Even if you 
don’t think you know Ovid, you’ll And 
yourself familiar with many of these char¬ 
acters and situations. 

Zimmerman’s vision for Metamor¬ 
phoses has been acclaimed since its 1998 
premiere; she’s brought it back in a new 
co-production between the Guthrie and 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre. This cast 
spent months in rehearsal and perfor¬ 
mance out west, which means the show 
arrives in Minneapolis perfectly honed. 

The performers hit every beat in a show 
that’s often amusing, repeatedly poignant, 
and constantly engaging. For all the heavy 
themes of sin and salvation, Zimmerman’s 
take on Ovid moves with a gratifyingly 
light touch. 

When Eurydice (Suzy Weller) dies, the 
reclining ruler of the underworld (Rod-

ney Gardiner) agrees to cut a deal with 
the desperately mourning Orpheus (Alex 
Moggridge): He can lead Eurydice back 
to life, as long as he doesn’t look back. 

What does that myth mean? The actors 
toss the question back and forth, invit¬ 
ing the audience to contemplate multiple 
interpretations. Fundamentally, Zimmer¬ 
man’s Metamorphoses is a celebration of 
the act of storytelling, of the way a shared 
narrative can provide a pivot for profound 
questions. 

While the 90-minute show flows easily 
from one story to the next, Zimmerman 
doesn’t overburden Metamorphoses with 
a connective framework, trusting the the¬ 
matic parallels and her ensemble cast to 
hold the show together. 

Her trust is well-placed. In addition to 
the aforementioned performers, standouts 
include Steven Epp, who can nail a come¬ 
dic note without breaking a show’s spell. 
Also the dynamic Sango Tajima, whose 
multiple characters alternately charm and 
horrify, the latter when she becomes a feral 
personiflcation of hunger itself. 

The production design, similarly, makes 
an impact without being overwrought. 
Daniel Ostling’s scenic design presents 
a suitably surreal tableau for these gods 
and humans to wade into the waters of 
innocence and experience. They emerge 
transformed... if they emerge at all. BS

YOU CAN’T GO 
HOME AGAIN 

Chris Koza exhumes memories of places that 
no longer exist for Sleepwalkers Part 1

emory is fertile soil for 
Chris Koza. 

Much ofthe Minneapolis 
singer-songwriter’s cata¬ 
log is based on moments, 
places, or people from the past. As he 
embarked on Sleepwalkers Parti, his first 
new solo album in five years, aguidingmem- 
ory involved the days he’d hit up Cheapo 
with his $25 monthly music budget and take 
a chance on a CD he’d only sampled briefly 
in-store. He also tilled emotions from visit¬ 
ing Portland, the hometown of his youth, 
only to find the city doesn’t resemble the 
one he grew up in. “Some buildings aren’t 
there anymore,” he says. ‘Whole city blocks 
are different.” 

Koza wondered: What does it mean to 
have memories ofplacesyou can’t go back to? 
He addresses that question via the “thought 


experiment” that became an Americana- 
tinged double album, the first installment 
of which drops Friday in tandem with a 
live performance at the Parkway Theater. 

“Memory has always been important 
to me, because I think for me it informs 
my sense of self so profoundly,” Koza says. 
“I just want to hang on to the important 
things—the nuances of a relationship or 
of a place.” 

Koza uses whatever memories are most 
meaningful, be they painful or joyous, 
though he tries not to linger too long on 
either emotional extreme. His songs incor¬ 
porate a combination of autobiographical 
and fictional elements, often starting with 
specific images pulled from real life. 

“For me, as a writer or as an observer, 
those are the details that I often am trying 
to latch on to,” he says. “It’s not so much 


the shirt that someone’s wearing, but the 
hem on the arm of the shirt, some little 
thing that makes it as specific as it can be.” 

The song “Sleepwalkers” waxes nostal¬ 
gic about a bygone relationship; the duo 
was young and unsure what to do with 
what they had. If only Koza had known 
then what he knows now, he says, things 
might have turned out differently. “If we 
had another run, we’d blow that scene 
apart,” he sings. It sounds like the relation¬ 
ship could be professional or romantic in 
nature—though he confirms it’s the latter, 
if you interpret it otherwise, that’s OK, 
too. “People often tell me what my songs 
mean and I had no idea,” Koza says. “I’m 
grateful for that.” 

Other songs are clearer cut. The wistful 
and contemplative “Music to Me” takes 
place among hordes of people in New York 
City, where the infrastructure blocks out 
natural elements. “In an age where all that 
is/Awaits your fingertips/How does one 
bear the weight/And keep from slipping 
through the cracks?” Koza asks. 

Like many, Koza finds it difficult to 
unplug and concentrate on the moment. 
“There’s this safety net of distraction in 
our possession at all times. Whether that’s 
good or bad is up to individuals to decide. 
I know I’ve experienced in many social 
situations that it can be such a distraction 
and it can really be a barrier to having those

in-between moments where silly things 
can happen and organic connections can 
be made,” he says. 

While the album has a dreamy feeling 
overall, there’s some healthy skepticism 
among the songs. The vintage-sounding 
“Station Wagon Blues” recalls “crawling 
through zip codes in wood-paneled chari¬ 
ots” and declares, “Only in film does the 
good side succeed/Only in song does the 
party go all night/Only in fantasy does the 
spell break.” 

Though Koza’s music has an intimate, 
familiar vibe, you don’t immediately feel like 
you know him after you’ve first heard his 
l 5 Trics. “I like coding personal information 
in the song, but I’m not so quick to claim 
it,” he says. Even in conversation, he plays 
it close to the vest, a concept he explores in 
“Man of Stone,” the instrumentally rowdiest 
track on the new album. Koza wrote it about 
the emotionally closed-off Scandinavian 
nature common in longtime Minnesotans. 
“It’s the anthem for the people that are a 
little bit less inclined to sing at the top of 
their lungs,” he says. 

Koza originally migrated to Minnesota 
to attend St. Olaf College, where he studied 
music theory and composition before shift¬ 
ing his focus to studio art and philosophy. 
“I was interested in my own songwriting,” 
he explains. “I just had all these ideas and 
ambitions that I wasn’t able to align with 
the music program there. But that’s my own 
immaturity, probably.” He was in various 
bands in college, and after graduating, he 
followed a group of musicians to the Twin 
Cities and dropped his first solo album, 
ExitPesce, in 2004. 

A full-time musician for eight years now, 
the frontman of indie-rock band Rogue 
Valley has extended his creative reach into 
education, theater, composing, and side 
projects like his pop-electronic alter-ego, 
N obody Kid. His understanding of produc¬ 
ing and recording has also deepened and 
become more refined. 

“When I was first starting out, I was 
happy to have anything represent me that 
I thought was ‘good enough.’ Now I really 
try to do ever 5 Tthing I can to make sure I’m 
presenting and saying what I want to,” he 
says. Working out of his Minneapolis studio 
or on the go, he acknowledges that “the 
opportunity to take 10 years on an album 
is there.” 

Luckily for his fans, it didn’t take that 
long for Sleepwalkers Parti. But they will 
have to wait for the second installment. 
Koza knows people are inundated with 
media these days, and he feels grateful that 
listeners would spend time with his music 
given how much media is vying for their 
attention. 

“No one really needs more music in this 
day and age,” he says. “But at the same time, 
everyone needs music all the time.” 03

The Liked Boys 

Is my best friend’s dad a pedophile? 


M y best friend’s father is an 
avid user of social media. 
Recently, I realized he 
might not know how Ins- 
tagram works. I noticed he 
has beenfollowing, liking, and commenting 
on a lot ofInstagram pictures of young gay 
men. I don’t think he realizes that anyone 
who follows him can see that activity. 

At first I was worried, not because he might 
be gay or bisexual, but because he may still 
be “in the closet.”He’s mar¬ 
ried, with a son (my friend), 
and to my knowledge, ifhe 
is bisexual or gay, nobody 
knows. 

I thought about warn¬ 
ing him that his activity 
is public, but not only has 
he been liking pictures of 
younger-lookingmen, he’s 
also been liking and follow¬ 
ing accounts of very young 
boy models. Underageboys. 

So now I’ve gone from 
wanting to warn this guy 
that he may be accidentally 
outing himself to feeling morally obligated 
to tell my friend that his dad is into dudes 
and might be a pedophile. I can only imagine 
the ramifications this news would have on 
him and his family. 

BEST FRIEND’S DAD 

"I’m sympathetic to BFD’s concerns,” 
said Dr. Michael Seto, director of forensic 
rehabilitation research at the Royal Ottawa 
Health Care Group and an expert on pedo¬ 
philia and sexual offending. “1 know many 
people wonder what to do if they suspect 
someone is sexually attracted to children. 
And I understand how much of a burden 
it can feel like to keep a big secret.” 

But before we discuss your options, 
let’s get our terms straight: If by ‘'young 
boy models” you mean teenage boys past 
puberty but under the age of consent, then 
your friend’s father’s behavior is icky and 
inappropriate—but it is not, by itself, evi¬ 
dence that he’s a pedophile. 

“Clinically, pedophilia refers to attraction 
to prepubescent children,” said Dr. Seto, 
“though I know it’s still commonly used 
to refer to attraction to anyone underage.” 

For the record: An attraction to younger/ 
youngish adults does not make someone 
a pedophile. If that were the case, almost 
everyone on earth could be described (and 
condemned) as a pedophile. Dr. Seto esti¬ 
mates that just 1 percent of men are in fact 
attracted to prepubescent children. 


“Attraction to underage teens is more 
common,” said Dr. Seto, “though it’s hard to 
estimate how common because it’s a taboo 
subject We get hints from the popularity of 
certain porn genres like ‘schoolgirl,’ ‘twink,’ 
‘barely legal,’ and so on.” 

But Dr. Seto emphasizes that sexual 
attraction does not equal sexual behavior. 

“The follows and likes may indeed sug¬ 
gest an attraction to underage boys,” said 
Dr. Seto. “And it may even be pedophilia if 
the models are thatyoung. 
But that doesn’t mean his 
friend’s father is going to 
do anything beyond fol¬ 
lowing or liking.” 

Understanding what 
separates pedophiles 
who’ve offended against 
children from pedophiles 
who’ve never inappro¬ 
priately touched a child 
is an important focus of 
Dr. Seto’s research, and his 
insights could inform your 
course of action. 

“One thing we know is 
that people who are low in self-control 
are more likely to act on sexual as well as 
nonsexual impulses,” said Dr. Seto. “That 
low self-control shows up in other ways, 
including addictions, problems holding 
down a job, problems in adult relation¬ 
ships, unreliability, and criminal behavior. 

“My hypothesis is that someone who 
doesn’t show these signs is unlikely to offend 
against a child. They might look at child 
pornography, though, which is illegal and 
problematic, or they might look at legal 
images of children—like on social media—as 
a sexual outlet.” 

Personally, BFD, in your shoes, I would 
err on the side of protecting even a hypo¬ 
thetical child. I would say something to 
the dad, perhaps via direct message, and 
I would also say something to my friend. 
But I would emphasize what the best avail¬ 
able research tells us about pedophilia: It’s 
not something a person chooses, and most 
pedophiles never sexually abuse children. 
So even ifyour best fnend’s father is attracted 
to prepubescent boys, that doesn’t mean he 
would ever harm a child. He may need help 
to avoid offending, and being held account¬ 
able by loved ones is one way pedophiles 
avoid offending.
